Great Britain prepared to take “ap- 
propriate action” over the shooting of | 
her ambassador to China by a Japanese 
war plane. The government regarded 
the incident as so grave that it was! 
referred directly to King George VI. 

Tokyo sent no direct communication 
to London, although Ambassador Shi- 
gerue Yoshida was instructed to call 
on government officials and express 
regret over the shooting. 

A mere expression of regret, how- | 
ever, was not expected in London to 
prove sufficient. An influential section | 
of the press, presumably reflecting the 
government’s views, took a strong atti- | 
tude and it was believed Britain might 
demand a full, formal apoligy, com- 
pensation to the ambassador and his 
family and perhaps even indemnity.

R. H. Strosnider is the plaintiff in 
an action on file Friday in Superior 
Court against E. W. Gensberg, as exe- 
cutor of the estate of Marian E. Po- 
min, involving the plaintiff's claim to 
a right of way over the Pomin resort 
property at Lake Tahoe. 

The claim of the plaintiff, as set 
forth by Attorney Thomas Maul, is 
supported by certain agreements 
claimed to have been entered into by 
and between Strosnider and the late 
Frank Pomin and the late Marion E. , 
Pomin. | 

By the terms of these agreements, it 
is alleged, the plaintiff was to have a 
right of way over the resort property 
leading to Lake Tahoe, and the right | 
to use the lake front together with | 
certain wharfage equipment there, , 
the road to be built by the resort. 


The defendant now refuses to carry | 
out the terms of the agreement, the 
complaint alleges, despite expendi- | 
ture by the plaintiff of $25,000 in de- | 
velopment on land adjoining, which 
will be lost to him if he is denied the 
right of way. | 

Failure of the defendant to build the 
right of way as claimed under terms 
of the agreement also threatens plain- 
tiff with the necessity of building the 
road himself at a cost estimated at 
$4,000. 

The prayer of the plaintiff asks for | 
a clarification of the agreements and 
an award of $29,000 damages. |

The 82-year-old former Secretary of 
the Treasury and ambassador to Great 
Britain, one of the world’s wealthiest 
men, died at 8:30 p. m. last night at 
Bonnie Dune, the estate of his son- 
in-law on Gin Lane. 

The body of the thin, gray-haired 
man, who served from 1921 to 1932 in 
the cabinets of Presidents Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover, will be taken to 
Pittsburgh, where he was born and 
where he became the most powerful 
member of a family which controls re- 
sources of $2,000,000,000 in banks, in- 
surance companies, railroads, imdus- 
tries and utilities. 

He will be buried Saturday following 
public funeral services in the East Lib- 
erty Presbyterian church, which was 
built by the Mellon family at a cost 
of $3,000,000. 

Mellon died of uremia and broncho- 
pneumonia. At his bedside were his 
son-in-law, David K. E. Bruce, his 
daughter, Mrs. Ailsa Bruce, his son, 
Paul Mellon, and his personal phy- 
sician, Dr. T. J. Abernethy, of Wash- 
ington.
